Canada Accepts 


PARIS (CP) — Canada joined 
the 11 other governments today 
in in#ialling’ a declaration to 
guarantee the peace in South 
Yietnam, conference sourves 
said. The official signing is to 
take place later. 

Despite some obvious reser- 
vations on the part of External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp, 
the document, which falls short 
of Canada's original demands, 
was reported to have bon 
quickly approved at a plenary 
session, ; 

Amid reports of the initialling 
of the document, Sharp told re- 
porters that Canada “supports 
the spirit of the act of this con- 
ference.” 

But he emphasized that in ac- 
cepting the joint declaration, 
Canada is not taking on any ad- 
ditional responsibilities. 

“I am not actepting any re 
sponsibilities on. behalf of Can- 
ada that are not determined by 
our initial participation in the 
International Commission of 
Control and Supervision nor by 
previously announced’ Canadian

ready to sign the joint declara-

tion, Sharp made clear that 
Canada still reserves the right 
to withdraw from the four-coun- 
try control commission if it 
finds that its activities in South 
Vietnam are not producing sat- 
isfactory results. 

He said an ‘assessment will 
have to be: made whether the 
declaration’s provisions “‘are 
sufficient to meet one of the 
major requirements we have 
consistently stated as being es- 
sential to the ultimate effective- 
ness of the international control

Another potential tragedy from the 
news of recent days: four young St. Peters- 
burg, Florida, boys accused of ransacking 
eight laboratories specializing in cancer 
research have been told there is no treat- 
ment against the virulent disease-inducing 
organisms they may have hendled. The 
four —two sets of brothers aged between 10 
and 13 — are alleged to have caused $20,000 
worth of damage. 

Contrast this sort of behavior with the 
work of the scientists in the laboratory 
aimed at fighting disease, including cancer, 
and prolonging the happiness and useful- 
ness of human beings. On the one hand, 
destruction; on the other, positive efforts to 
improve life for all. 

Contrast the youthful nihilism also- 
with the work of chemist Dr. Monie 
Hudson, who, in a search for a cancer cure, 
boils and dehydrates the lifeblood of exotic 
jungle trees to discover the cell “control 
secrets of sap. In his sixties, Dr. Hudson 

. the material himself — in’ the 
snake-ridden tropical jungles of Costo Rica, 
hacking vines, orchids and tangled under- 
growth with a machete. He processes it in’ 
his San Jose laboratory before sending the

A CONTRADICTION IN TERMS

of Northwest Ontario, $ 

Red Lake is the end of the line on High- 
way 105 which snakes northward from near 
Dryden. It is the commercial and service 
centre for several satellite communities 
within a 12-mile radius. McDougallville is 
described as the most notorious of three 
clusters of Indian homes in the Red Lake 
area, At the time of a survey conducted 
there some 96 Indians were living in 13 
shacks measuring 20 ft. by 24 ft. 

The survey was conducted undcr a Gov-
